New York, Nov. 30.—Martin Thorn 
went to the witness chair Monday and 
without a tremor told his story of the 
murder of William Guldensuppe. Mrs. 
Nark again refused to testify in her 
own behalf. It is thought tnat by to­ 
night the case will be with the jury. 
Opinions, both lay and legal, differ 
very materially as to the probable re­ 
sult. Many look for conviction, but a 
greater number anticipate a disagree­ 
ment. 
From the moment Thorn was led to 
the witness chair until he left it some 
Tours later the prisoner conducted him­ 
self in a cool and impressive manner. 
He deliberately accused Mrs. Nack of 
having shot Guldensuppe and declared 
that when he (Thorn) reached the 
Woodside cottage, between ll and 12 
o’clock on Friday, June 25, the woman 
met him at the door and told him that 
Gudensuppe was lying dead upstairs 
and that she had shot and killed him. 
This, said Thorn, was the first intima­ 
tion he had of the purpose for which 
Mrs. Nack had rented the Woodside 
cottage. Up to that moment he had 
understood she was going to start a 
baby farm there and that he was to 
live with her and share the profits. 
He said that after Mrs. Nack begged 
him to help her to get rid of the body 
he accompanied her to the room on the 
second floor, where he found Gulden- 
suppe’s body lying on its side, with a 
bullet wound in the right side of the 
head. Mrs. Nack told him that she had 
carried the revolver in her hand cov­ 
ered with a handkerchief, and that as 
Guldensuppe was looking into a closet 
she shot him. 
Thorn then said he went out and 
bought two pounds of plaster of paris, 
at Mrs. Nack’s direction, and returned 
with it shortly afterward. 
This was 
about noon. 
When he got back 
to 
where the body lay Mrs. Nack was still 
there, and he helped her undress the 
corpse. 
Between them they 
carried 
the body to the bath tub, and Mrs. 
Nack cut it into five pieces. She first 
cut the head from the trunk with the 
aid of a knife and saw. Then she di­ 
vided the trunk and boasted of her 
knowledge of anatomy while so doing. 
Then she severed the legs, using the 
knife and saw. The knife looked like 
a butcher’s knife. It was not a stiletto 
or a dirk knife. 
Mrs. Nack, according to the witness, 
remained there all that day until 
4 
o’clock in the afternoon, when she 
went out to get some fresh air, as it 
was very warm and sultry in the house. 
About 5 o’clock 
she returned. 
She 
made up a bundle containing the mur­ 
dered man’s clothes and the pistol. 
saw' and knife for herself to carry and 
gave Thorn the head in a parcel. They 
left the house and took a trolley car 
to the 92d street ferry to New York. 
From the rear of the boat he dropped 
the head into East river, and w^hen 
they reached New York she went to 
her room in 9th avenue and burned the 
clothes in a cook stove. The next day 
the rest of the body was made up into 
three parcels and disposed of in the 
manner which Mrs. Nack recited at the 
last trial.

Whenever, tor export or any other 
reason, a person desires gold he can 
obtain the same from the treasury on 
the surrender of an equal amount of 
greenbacks. 
Whenever, for any reason, such as 
the movement of crops or the demands 
of trade, currency is required, it can 
be obtained from the treasury on the 
surrender of gold. 
In other words, instead of the pres­ 
ent method, by which a person paying 
into the treasury a million dollars in 
greenbacks receives in return a mil­ 
lion in gold, and those greenbacks are 
immediately reissued and made use of 
by some one else to obtain another 
million of the yellow metal from the 
government, the greenbacks, under the 
president’s plan, when exchanged for 
gold, will be held practically locked up 
until somebody, for business reasons, 
is more anxious for currency than for 
gold, and is willing to surrender gold 
for the paper. 


FIGHT FOR JOLIET SCALE. 


Mluem of the LaSalle, Jones, Rockwell 
and Oglesby Shafts Go Out. 
LaSalle, 111., Nov. 30.—All the miners 
of the LaSalle, Jones. Rockwell and 
Oglesby shafts went uot at noon Mon­ 
day. The miners held a meeting and 
decided to go out and to stay out until 
the operators agreed to pay the Joliet 
scale. A committee was sent to Spring 
Valley to find out what the miners were 
receiving there. 
The strike is further complicated by 
the company men refusing to accept 
$1.75 a day, as the Joliet scale calls for 
$1.85 a day for drivers. The operators 
here positively refuse to pay either 
miners or company men more. As a 
result they will remain out all winter 
unless the men can be induced to ac­ 
cept. 
The company men said they 
would not accept $1.75 a day and 
even if the miners should decide to 
return they would not be able to dig 
coal, because there would be no cars 
at hand.
